This is to certify that I, the undersigned Deputy Assistant Secretary of State for Visa Services, acting pursuant to 
the authority conferred on the Secretary of State by section 221(i) of the Immigration and Nationality Act (8 
U.S.C. 1201(i)), which has been delegated to the Assistant Secretary of State for Consular Affairs and to me by 
Delegation of Authority no. 367 and Redelegation of Authority no. 367-1, hereby revoke any and all visas issued 
to (applicant, date and place of birth), including but not limited to the (classification of) nonimmigrant visa 
issued at the Embassy of the United States in (post) on (date).
